DEFEAT WOMEN 
SUFFRAGE BILL 


British House of Commons Turns 
Down Measure Giving Votes 
To Women. 


BILL INTRODUCED AS 
PRIVATE MEASURE 


Nationalists In Body Voted 
Against Measure to Piovent 
Delay in New Bill. 


London, March 28—By a vote of 222 

to 208 the House of Commons tonight 
rejected the conciliation bli, which 
was before the House on itg second 
reading. This measure aimed at con- 
ferring the right to vote upen every 
woman possessed of the household 
qualifications, and would enfranchise 
1,000,000 women. 
_The announcement of the result was 
received with deafening cheers, Last 
year a eimilar bill introduced by Bir 
George Kemp passed the second read- 
ing Stage by a vote of 258 to 88, on a 
non-party division and was referred 
to a committee of the whole house, 
making no further progress. The as-‘ 
tounding reversal in the yiews of the 
members which has since taken place 
is attributed to the strong resentment 
aroused by the window smashing tac- 
ties of the militant suffragettes, 

The bill is a private measure, not 
backed by the government, and in re- 
cording their votes, the members were 
not restrained by party considerations. 

Cubinet Took Opposite Sides 

The bill presented the novel spect~- 
acle of Members of the cabinet taking 
the opposition sides. The prime min- 
ister strongly opposed the bill on the 
ground that there was no evidence de- 
sired by a majority of either the men 
or the women of the country, and In 
his opinion the proposed change would 
be injurious to the beet interests of 
women and fraught with the. gravest 
consequences to future good govern» 
ment. 

Sir Edward Gray, the foreign seore- 
tary, on the other hand, gave it as his 
opinion that the enfranchisement of 
women would neither injure the state 
nor the home, but would benefit both, 
as had been proven in all countries 
where it had been tried. 

Crowds of suffragettes were waiting 
the result of the vote outside the 
house, and strong forces of police were 
held in readiness for emergencies 
Nation = Opposed 

Although there is no doubt that re- 
sentment over the window smashing 
resulted in the transfer of many votes 
which otherwise would have been giv- 
en in favor of the concilation bill, an 
analysis of the voting shows that its 
defeat in the final instance was di- 
rectly due to the attitude of the Na@- 
tionalists not one of whom voted in 
its favor. Forty one of the Nation- 
alists yoted against the bill and 10 
abstained from voting. 

It is understood that the motive of 
Nationalists was to prevent @ waste 
of parliamentary time over subsequent 
stages of the bill and so avoid the 
risk of delaying the introduction of 
the new bill. 

Held Big Demonstration. 

While the House of Commons was 
rejecting the conciliation bill tonight 
the suffragettes were holding a big 
demonstration in Albert Hall, and a 
record collection for a suffragette war 
fund of $50,000 was made. This in- 
cludes an anonymous donation of 
$5,000.

Aldermen Discuss the Heavy Charges 
That Are Made Against the Strect 
Rallway—Expect That System Will 
ay Thin Year.

go to work at his trade. He did not 
communicate in any way with his 
wife for some time and she lived with 
her parents in the interim, He ap- 
peared at the Olaksuk home one day 
and was followed and arrested al- 
most immeditely by a mounted police- 
man for the ‘urder of an inmate of
